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Remarks 

Independent claim 35 is amended to incorporate the limitations of allowable claim 62. 
Claim 63 is amended to depend from claim 35. Independent claim 46 is amended to incorporate 
limitations of allowable claim 81 . Claim 54 is amended to correct form. Claim 82 is amended 
herein to depend from claim 46. Additional support for the amendment of claims 35 and 46 can 
be found throughout the specification, such as on pages 30-36. Claims 62, 74 and 81 are 
canceled. Applicants expressly reserve the right to prosecute any deleted subject matter in a 
continuation. 

Applicants believe no new matter is added herein. Reconsideration of the application is 
respectfully requested in view of the foregoing amendments and following remarks. 

Allowed Claims and Claims Objected to for Being Dependent on a Rejected Base Claim 

Claim 62-64 were objected to for being dependent on a rejected base claim but are 
considered to be allowable if written in independent form. Claim 62 depended from claim 35. 
Independent claim 35 is amended to incorporate all the limitations of dependent claim 62, and 
claim 62 is canceled. Thus, Applicants believe that claim 35 is in condition for allowance 
following entry of this amendment. Furthermore, claim 63, which formerly depended from 
claim 62, has been amended to depend from claim 35. Claim 64 depends from claim 63, and 
thus also should be in condition for allowance. 

Claims 81-83 were objected to for being dependent on a rejected base claim but are 
considered to be allowable if written in independent form. Claim 81 depended from claim 46. 
Independent claim 46 is amended to incorporate the limitations of claim 81, and dependent claim 
81 is canceled. Thus, Applicants believe that claim 46 is in condition for allowance following 
entry of this amendment. Furthermore, claim 82, which formerly depended from claim 8 1 , has 
been amended to depend from claim 46. Claim 83 depends from claim 82, and thus also should 
be in condition for allowance. 

Additional Claim Objection 

The Office action objects to claim 74. The cancelation of claim 74 renders this rejection 

moot. 
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Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 11 2, first paragraph 



Claims 35, 46-47, 61, 65-74, 76-78, 80 and 84-89 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
first paragraph, as allegedly not being enabled by the specification. Claim 74 is canceled herein, 
rendering this rejection moot as applied to this claim. Applicants respectfully disagree with this 
rejection for the reasons of record. 

However, solely to advance prosecution, and to expedite the allowance, claim 35 is 
amended to incorporate the limitation of claim 62, which was not included in the present 
rejection. Similarly, claim 46 is amended to incorporate the limitations of claim 81, which was 
not included in the present rejection. Claims 47, 61, 65-74, 76-78, 80 and 84-89 all depend from 
claim 35, claim 46, or a dependent claim thereof. Thus, the amendments of claims 35 and 46 
render this rejection moot. 

Conclusion 

Applicants have made every effort to place the present application in condition for 
allowance. The undersigned left a voicemail for the Examiner on April 1, 201 1 to request a 
telephone interview to ensure all of the claims were in condition for allowance. In the unlikely 
event that anything further is required before the allowance of all of the pending claims, 
Examiner Archie is formally requested to contact the undersigned prior to issuance of the next 
Office action, in order to arrange a telephonic interview, possibly with the supervisory Examiner 
present. It is believed that a brief discussion of the merits of the present application may 
expedite prosecution, in view of the specific amendments made herein. This request is being 
submitted under MPEP §713.01, which indicates that an interview may be arranged in advance 
by a written request.
